Quebec, March 80. — Lieut.-Colonel 
Guillaume Amyot, member of the Do- 
minion parliament for Dellechasse, was 
found dead this morningiat his residence 
here. lie had been ill with la grippe 
for; several days past, but bis condition 
wbt not considered at all serious; death 
is supposed to have been caused by a 
sudden attack of congestion of the lungs. 

The late Col. Amyot belonged to one 
of tho oldest French families in Canada, 
having descended directly from Philip 
Amyot, who with his wife, tinn Convent, 
came to Canada from Chartres, France, 
irrl635, Tlie deceased parliamentarian 
and soldier was a son of the late Guil- 
laume Amyot, his mother being a daugh- 
ter of the late Major Jean Gosselin. He 
was born in St. Gervais, county of 
Bellechasse, in 1843; educated at tho 
College of rite. Amu; do la Pocutiere ; and 
called to the bur of his native province 
in 1807. Daring a portion'of his event- 
ful career he conducted with ability 
L'organ do la Milieu, also being editor 
for a titno of La Courrier du Canada. 
An enthusiastic military man be had 
been identified since 18615 with the Bth 
Battalion Voltigeurs de Quebec, which 
corps he commanded in the last North- 
west rebellion, ami of which corps he 
was commanding officer at tlie time of 
his death. His political career dates 
from 1881, in which year he was lirst 
elected to the Oommone as tlie represen- 
tative of his native county. 

Ottawa, March 30.— (Special)— -Gen- 
eral regret is expressed here at the un- 
timely demise of Col. Amyot, M.P. for 
Bellechasse. The dag on the parliament 
building is half-masted out of respect to 
the memory of deceased, while a beauti- 
ful wreath was placed upon bis desk to- 
day bv the Conservative members of the 
house. Col. Ay mot's death makes a 
fourth vacancy in tho house, the others 
being Pontiac.Missisquoi and Soulanges,

Guelph, Match 80, — At a meeting of 
the Patrons of Industry of South Well- 
ington, held here Saturday, William 
Rae tendered his resignation as candi- 
date for the commons. The nomination 
was then offered to Messrs. McRne, of 
Guelph township; Geo. Torkey, of 
Erin; and Archibald Meldrum, of Prest- 
wick, each of whom refused to stand. 

A Split in the Liberal Camp. 

Toronto March 30.— A convention of 
South Middlesex Liberals is to be held 
at Delaware, on April (i. A difficulty 
has arisen in the Liberal ranks, owing 
to the issue of a circular by Col. F. 
Leys, a wealthy and prominent Liberal, 
announcing his determination to oppose 
Robert Boston, the present Liberal 
member, if the latter is re-nominated.

Winnipeg, March 30. — An Ottawa dis- 
patch received here this afternoon says 
that Hon. Joseph Martin has reconsid- 
ered his determination to retire from 
politics, and will again contest Winni- 
peg for the Commons. 

No Poison Was Taken. 
Toronto, March 30 — The post mortem 
examination of the remains of Major 
Edward Leslie, who died a few days ago, 
in Paterson, N.J., has settled the ques- 
tion of the cause of his death. The ex- 
amination was made by Dr. Macdonald, 
assisted by M. li. Anderson, professor 
of pathology in Trinity medical college. 
The professor's official statement after 
noting the absence of poisoning, lixes 
upon the diseaseil condition ot the brain 
as the cause of death. 

To Spread the Word in the South. 
Winnipeg, March 30. — At a mass 
meeting here to-night Commandant 
Booth, of the Canadian Salvation Army, 
announced that on June 1 he would 
leave Canada to assume command in 
Australasia. The commandant leaves 
here for Toronto to-morrow. 

Direct Evidence Obtained. 
Bkiu-in, Out., March 30.— The Kur- 
schinski murder trial began this after- 
noon, Kurschiuski being charged with 
murdering an old Frenchman known as 
"Doe" Jaencrette. Jaenerette had the 
right to pick berries on a patch owned 
by Mr. Hagey, and rented out this priv- 
ilege to neighbors on their giving him 
half the pickings. It appears that Kur- 
Bchinski's wife and daughter were in 
the habit of picking berries without per- 
mission and without giving any returns. 
Jaenerette ejected Mrs. Kurschinsklahd 
her husband went to the patch not long 
after. The next day being Sunday, 
when Jaenerette did not return to the 
Hagey household at night, a search was 
made for him, and his body was found 
lying behind a bush in tho" swamp the 



following afternoon, terriblyjbruised and 
battered, and with bis throat cut. If is 
said that the Crown has procured ad- 
ditional important evidence, including 
that of two Waterloo women, who say 
they hid behind trees and saw the awful 
deed committeed. Tho alleged murder 
was committed on August -f, 1805. 

The Tell-Tale Watch. 
Lindsay, March 30. — The excitement 
attending upon tho murder of John Ag- 
new, a retired farmer, on the 18th inst., 
had not died oat when John and Patrick 
Kearney were called to attend upon 
their preliminary investigation to-day, 
the first for murder and tho second for 
being' tin accessory after the fact. On 
the night in question Agnew, after 
Bible reading and the singing of a 
psalm, went to the stable, but not re- 
turning for some time Mrs. Agnew 
went to look for him and found him 
dead, having been shot. His pockets 
had been rilled. The police discovered 
in the possession of Patrick Kearney, 
tho old man's watch which he said he 
had received from his brother. This 
led to the arrest.

Time Cures All Troubles. 
London, March 31. — A Cape Town 
dispatch to the Times says : "Hon. Cecil 
Rhodes, in the course of a speech de- 
livered at Umtali, said he ap- 
preciated the difficulties that settlers 
had to face, but bo knew that 
things would come right in twenty-five 
years. The company in times past, be 
said, being pressed for money, had 
granted concessions, but no more would 
be granted. He did not think his resi- 
dence in Rhodesia would be a tempor- 
ary one." 

Will Retire From Parliament. 

London, March 30. — Dr. J. E. Kenny, 
Pamellite member for College Green, 
Dublin, will retire, from parliament. 
The Parnellites have selected to succeed 
him J. L. Carew, ex-member for 
Kildare. In the late general elec- 
tion Dr. Kenny was returned 
unopposed. 

A Night of Obstruction. 
London, March 30.— To-night was a 
night of obstruction in the House of 
Commons. T. Gibson Bowles (Con.), 
from KinL's Lynn, moved that it 
was tho duty of the .government 
to fullil its treaty obligations 
in Turkey. Right lion. John 
Lowther thereupon attacked the dealings 
of Sir Philip Carrie, British Ambassador 
in Turkey, with the Sultan. There wasa 
long debate 011 Mr. Bowie's motion and 
it was voted down. Mr. Labouchere at 
3 o'clock in the morning attacked the 
proposed Nile expedition, and Mr, Bal- 
four replied, at length. The discussion 
was prolonged to 4:50 a.m., when the 
Louse adjourned.

Ottawa, March 30, — A caucus of lead- 
ing French Canadians was held to-night 
in the chambers of Hon. J. J. Ross, 
Speaker of the Senate.

After further 
obstructionist tactics from Mr. Martin 
the bill made progress in committee, 
which roso and reported, and at 2:40 
a.m. the house adjourned. 

Up to midnight no answer had been 
received from the Imperial government 
to the offer of the 8th New Brunswick 
Hussars for service in tlie Soudan. 

The government has been informed 
by Hon. Mr* Chamberlain, colonial 
secretary, that the conference on the Pa- 
cific cable question has been postponed 
until the first week in May, and 
that if the Canadian delegates leave 
Ottawa the last week in April they will 
be in time to be present at the opening 
of the conference.

The latest rumor is that Mani- 
toba has refused to do anything unless 
the remedial bill he withdrawn ; whether 
or not this he true cannot be stated, but 
at all events such a rumor has obtained 
considerable credence around the city. 
Other rumor has it that the conference 
has practically ended, the representa- 
tives of Manitoba coming to the sessions 
whenever they feel like it. 

Tlie commissioners resumed their de- 
liberations about four o'clock this after- 
noon and were in session about an hour, 
when an adjournment was made until 
to-morrow morning. The phase of the 
question under consideration would not 
he divulged by the commissioners after 
adjournment. To-night both the Do- 
minion commissioners and the Manitoba 
representatives attended a Scottish 
concert. 

In an interview to-night Hon. Mr. 
Dickey said tho rumors that the con- 
ference would close to-morrow were in- 
correct. No session was held this morn- 
ing because none was contemplated. He 
expected the conference would close on 
Wednesday morning.

Brooklyn, March SO. — Hon. Ed ward J. 
Phelps, ex-minister to Great Britain, to- 
night delivered a lecture before the law 
department of the Brooklyn Institute of 
Arts and Sciences, on the Monroe doc- 
trine. After references to the various 
disputes in which the European nations 
have been involved and the possibilities 
of future disputes, he took up tlie 
question of the boundary lines 
between Venezuela and British Guiana. 
He referred to it as a matter in which 
the United States had no personal con- 
cern. Great Britain had acquired Brit- 
ish Guiana, he said, nearly two centuries 
ago, and the boundary line had been in 
dispute for more than a century. 
His opinion was that no line exists 
or had ever existed. It was a question, 
bo asserted, for peaceful arbitration be- 
tween the two governments, Great 
Britain and Venezuela, where the boun- 
dary line should bo now drawn. It had 
been said that in the present case in 
which the Monroe doctrine had been 
put to the front, it was American policy, 
but policy is nothing but interest and to 
force a policy or command where 110 
right was apparent, was to transgress all 
rights. The enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine wrongfully, he declared, is sim- 
ply the act of the bully. No nation 
can afford to set itself up against the 
opinion of the world. Mr. Phelps spoke 
also of the attitude of tlie United States 
towards Spain, which nation, he said, 
was endeavoring to put down a rebellion 
of banditti, pillage, arson and murder.

At a public meeting of tbo residents 
recently held at Parksville, Mr. John 
Bryden, M.P.P., took occasion to ac- 
quaint his constituents with his views 
on the British Pacific railway question. 
According to the Enterprise's report, he 
stated that ,; two important meetings 
were being held that day in reference to 
the proposed new road and he himself 
wanted the opinion of the electors who 
had sent him to the legislature.

The Opposition Leader's Tribute to 
British Columbia's Spirit of 
lteligious Tolerance. 



"Sons of England" Commended for 
Their Broad-Minded Support 
of Fair Dealing. 



Hon. E. G. Prior, during the pro- 
tracted session of the House of Com- 
mons when the remedial bill was under 
discussion, said: Mr. Speaker, at this 
late sta^e of the debate I will only ask 
the House to listen to me for a few 
minutes. I rise with no idea that it is 
in my power to shed new light on the 
subject before the House or that any 
argument that I may make use of will 
be of any use in changing one single vote 
in the House. Nor is it necessary for 
me to talk to ,: Hansard," because the 
electors in my district know my views 
on this question. I rise simply because 
[am one of the few members of this 
House who, since this question came 
prominently before the public, have had 
to face their constituents and ask for re- 
election. Now, sir, when I came before 
the electors of the city J have the honor 
to represent, my opponents saw lit to 
make this Manitoba school question 
almost the only issue of that, campaign. 
They were not willing to cross swords on 
the two trade policies of the two parties, 
or rather I should say, of the trade 
policy of the Conservative party, and the 
half dozen or so so-called policies of the 
opposition; but they made up their 
minds that the Manitoba school ques- 
tion was the only one on which they 
would light it out. I may say that they 
used every means in their power, both 
fair and unfair, to inflame the minds of 
the electorate, to place false positions be- 
fore them. Although I knew a little 
about the question, still, neither I nor 
my friends were in the position that we 
are to-day. The hon. leader of the 
opposition, speaking in the beginning of 
this debate, said that the demon of dis- 
cord was abroad in the land, and that 
the winds of strife were blowing from 
one corner of this Dominion to the 
other. He said, also, that the policy 
of the present government was the 
cause of this discoid. Now, I think 
there is a great divergence of opinion on 
that matter in this house. But let us 
see, for a moment, what the state of pub- 
lie feeling was in British Columbia. 
When, eighteen months ago, the leader 
of the opposition and some of his lieu- 
tenants visited that province, I find that 
in a speech lie made at a settlement call- 
ed Saanich, in Victoria, in speaking to 
the electorate, he said: 

" Now, sir, I have seen many things 
to admire in British Columbia, your 
unique scenery, your resources in min- 
erals, fisheries and lumber, as well as 
your great possibilities in agriculture, 
"but 'here is one thing that is most to be 
admired in this province of British Col- 
umbia, and that is the perfect state of 
of religious tolerance which you have 
reached. I have been all over Canada 
now, from the shores of the Atlantic to 
the shores of the Pacific — I have visited 
every province, and I am proud to tell 
you that there is not another province 
in the Dominion of Canada where relig- , 
'ious tolerance is better understood and 
practised than it is in British Colum- 
bia." 

Again, at Westminster, he said: 
• • • • " Yes, in the most westerly 
province I find more freedom from big- 
otry and intolerance than in any other 
province ■ ■ No man looks how his 
fellow worships so long as he discharges 
his duty to his Creatorand his neighbor, 
and if he fulfils his obligations as a good 
citizen no other questions are asked. 
When I return to the Eastern provinces 
1 shall be able to point with pride to the 
good example of British Columbia." 

Mr. Speaker, you have heard the opinion 
the lion, gentleman had of British Co- 
lumbia in regard to religious matters, 
and it is quite true. But what were the 
consequences of that hon. gentleman's 
presence in that province? Did he and 
iiis friends do their best to see that that 
state of affairs continued'.' It is true 
that the people of British Columbia were 
not living in Arcadian simplicity, but 
they certainly were, as the leader of the 
opposition said they were, tolerant to 
the very last degree, and cared not what 
a man's religious opinions were so long 
as he was a good citizen. Well, when 
they found that they could make no im- 
pression upon the electors, that their 
" free trade as they have it in England " 
policy was not attractive, when they 
found that their promises of subsidies 
and the expenditures they would make 
when they got into power — because one 
of the chief points they made was t hat 
the province of British Columbia was 
not getting a sufficient expenditure of 
money — when they found that they 
could make no impression, their fol-

this question as a principal issue, and 
to deride the idea of there being two 
races or two creeds in the Dominion, 
and to set brother against brother, and 
friend against friend, hoping that by 
that manner they could beat the Con- 
servative candidate in the election. 
Now, as I said before, the people of 
British Columbia had never taken any 
great interest in this Manitoba 
school question, because they con- 
sidered that it was not a question that 
affected them very much. They consider- 
ed it was a question for Manitoba, if they 
considered it at all; and if not for 
Manitoba, it was a question for the Fed- 
eral government. British Columbia bad 
no part in it, and needed not to lake any 
trouble about it, because, under the 
terms of the union by which she entered 
confederation, there was no bucIi clause 
us there ia in the Manitoba act, and the 
federal power has no control whatever, 
under any circumstances, over her edu- 
cational system. As I have said, neither 
I nor my friends had studied this ques- 
tion, and we were pretty hard put to it at 
first to rebut I he statements made by the 
-opposition. But, sir, after reading the 
evidence given by the Supreme court of 
this country, and the evidence given be- 
fore tho Privy Council in Kngland, after 
reading Mr. E wart's and Mr. Wade's 
pamphlet, Mr. Fisher's papers and let- 



ters, and everything else we could get, 
we felt that the government were right, 
and were doing only what was just and 
right in bringing down this bill. Now, 
Mr. Speaker, I listened with great at- 
tention ever since the 3rd of this month, 
to the speeches that have been delivered 
by the ableJt men in this bouse, on both 
sides, in regard to this question, and 1 
may be allowed to say that 1 do not be- 
lieve that in any debate that ever took 
place within these walls, were there 
liner speeches made than we have heard 
made on this Manitoba school question. 
And if I had any misgivings, if my mind 
was not thoroughly at rest before I heard 
those speeches, I may say that lam now 
perfectly satisfied, and have no misgiv- 
ings whatever. The eloquent and grand 
vindication of the government made by 
the hon. Minister of Finance, and the able 
speeches made by the minister of justice, 
the ex-minister of justice, and several 
other gentlemen on this side, must, I 
think, have carried conviction to every- 
body, both in this house ami in tne 
country, who were not dyed-in-the-wool 
Liberals, or were not very bigoted on 
this question. Sir, during my election, 
I made a statement on several hustings 
that whatever bill the government saw 
(it to bring before this house, I would 
support . The opposition tried to make 
a great deal of capital out of that state- 
ment, because, they said, I did not know 
what the bill was going to be. However, 
I stuck to my statement, for I had the 
utmost confidence that whatever this 
overnment diil, they would be able to 
justify it. f also knew at the same time, 
that if I was elected I should have a 
voice in framing that bill. I had no 
voice in forming the polic of the gov- 
ernment in bringing that bill down, but 
I have had some voice in framing it be- 
fore it was laid on the table, and i am 
willing to take the responsibility of that 
myself. Now, that hill is before the 
house, that bill has been read by every 
honorable member present; and I must 
say that 1 believe that bill is a fair bill, 
a just bill and a moderate bill. I think 
the best evidence of that is the fact that 
some of the minority claim that not 
sufficient has been done for them, while 
some of the majority say that it goes too 
far. Well, I can only say that when 
these speeches that have been made in 
this house have been sent to my consti- 
tuents, and I shall see that they are sent 
to every elector, if, after they have read 
these speeches and digested them, they 
see lit to defeat meat the coming elec- 
tion, I shall retire into private life with 
the full know ledge and confidence that 
1 have fearlessly done my duty to my 
country. Now, Mr. Speaker, nobody 
can look across the house and see the 
desperate efforts that the leader of the 
opposition has been making lately to 
keep his followers together, without 
feeling somewhat sorry for a large ma- 
jority of those gentlemen. 

Mr. Sotnerville — There has been a 
good deal of trouole on that side. 

Mr. Prior — 'J her ; has been, certainly. 
If they vote for uie amendment, many 
of them will do so simply because they 
feel that it is their last ray of hope, that 
perhaps this will enable them to ride 
into power. If they vote against it, I 
cannot help saying that I firmly believe 
they will outrage the very best and holi- 
est principles in their consciences. I 
cannot see how any hon. gentleman 
can vote against this bill, unless he 
diametrically opposes what his eon- 
science indicates to be right and just. 
There are a few hon. members on both 
sides of the house who will vote against 
the government on conscientious princi- 
ples, and, although I do not agree with 
them, I certainly have the greatest sym- 
pathy ior them. They are totally op- 
posed to separate schools in any man- 
ner, shape or form. Whether the 
minority m Manitoba has them bound 
by a solemn contractor not, they (irmly 
believe it is not for the good of the Dom- 
inion of Canada thaL sepaiate schools 
should exist. I have the greatest, re- 
spect for their opinion, the same as 1 
had for the members of the Orange 
body in my own constituency, who saw 
lit to vote against me at the last elec- 
tion for tho very same reason. In that 
connection, I may say, it seemed ex- 
traordinary to find that an hon. irentle- 
m who sits in this house and still 



says he belongs to the Conservative 
party, although he is not in accord with 
the government on this question, saw 
fit to telegraph to the Orange lodges in 
Victoria, stating that on no considera- 
tion could they vote for me, but they 
must vote for the opposition candidate, 
who was a freetrader and a supporter of 
the leader of the opposition. Wbatdoes 
the leader of the opposition and most of 
his followers say? Can any hon. gentle- 
man point to a single speech the leader 
has made, in which he has stated that, 
he was opposed to separate schoole? I 
never have seen such a statement. I 
should like to see such a statement, if I 
could, and yet wo find him in company 
with and supporting the hon. member 
for North Simcoe. Anymore incongru- 
ous position was never found in the an- 
nals of politics. Everywhere in the pro- 
vince of Quebec 'he hon. gentleman ha. 1 ) 
stated, most emphatically, that he is in 
favor of separate schools. Delias con-

THE RESULT OF DISCUSSION. 

The discussion of the Manitoba school 
question in Parliament and by the Press 
has been productive of at least one re- 
markable result. It has compelled men 
of all shades of political opinion to admit 
that the Dominion Parliament, in some 
cases, has power to interfere with Pro- 
vincial legislation in the matter of edu 
cation. When the Manitoba school 
question was first talked about the pre- 
valent opinion was that education was a 
matter wholly within the provincial 
jurisdiction, and that the Dominion 
Parliament had no right and no power 
to interfere with the educational systems 
established by law in tlio provinces no 
matter whether those systems were good 
or bad, fair or unfair to denominational 
minorities. 

The exclusive and uncontrolled 
right of the provinces to legis- 
late in the matter of education 
was asserted most positively and 
emphatically' by men of both parties 
in all the provinces. And loud and vig- 
orous protests were raised against any 
attempt to invoke the power of the Fed- 
eral Parliament to redress any grievance, 
real or fancied, complained of by a min- 
ority. It was evident that the gieater 
number who protested and exclaimed 
against Federal interference with the 
educational systems ofthe provinces had 
never read the British North America 
Act or the Manitoba Act. 

One of the first etl'ecta of the discussion 
was to set men looking up the law for 
themselves with, it may be added, the 
conviction that the law would show that 
the view they had taken was beyond ques- 
tion the right one. A cool examination 
of the Acts we have named, which are 
the Constitutions of the Dominion and 
of the' Province of Manitoba, resulted in 
a very unpleasant surprise to many. 
They saw by those Acts that protection 
was extended to the minority and that 
the jurisdiction of the provinces in the 
matter of Education was very far from 
being unlimited and unrestricted. 

A perusal of the speeches made ami 
the articles written on the Manitoba 
school question confirmed this impres- 
sion and consequently, by degrees, the 
position that the Dominion Parliament 
had no right under any circumstances 
to interfere, with provincial legislation 
in the matter of education was aban- 
doned by the most intelligent upholders 
of provincial rights. Many of them still 
illogieaUy and improperly talked about 
coercing Manitoba, but they did this for 
party purposes, because " coercion " has 
an unpleasant sound. Hut most of them 
know that if t lie law is on thesideof the 
minority it is utter nonsense to talk of 
coercion in connection with a redress of 
their grievances. 

The discussions in Parliament and in 
the newspapers have made it plain that 
as far as the rights of the provinces are 
concerned Mr. Laurier, Mr. Mills, 
Sir Mackenzie liowell and Mr. 
Foster are substantially in agreement. 
They all agree that there are cases in 
which the Federal Parliament can inter- 
fere, and ought to interfere with provin- 
cial legislation on the school question, 
not, only without violating provincial 
rights, but in strict accordance with 
those rights as defined in the Constitu- 
tion. 

Both Mr. Lauri r and Sir Charles 
Tupper maintain that the Manitoba 
minority have the right to appeal to the 
Parliament of the Dominion when they 
consider themselves aggrieved by the 
legislation of the province. The only 
subject on which they disagree is the 
course which the- Government of th3 
Dominion, have taken to get the griev- 
ance of Manitoba redressed. The dif- 
ference between tlieni ia not one of prin- 
ciple, for both allow tlmtthe Mauitobans 



have a grievance, and both hold that it 
ought to bo redressed. But Mr. Laurier 
declares that 1 1 ia way of getting 
that redress is better than that of Sir 
Mackenzie Bo well. This is nothing 
more than a matter of opinion. Mr. 
haulier says he would try gentle 
" sunny " ways in his endeavors to get 
the wrongs of the minority righted, But 
if Mr. Laurier's gentle ami sunny ways 
failed to soften the hearts of the mem- 
bers of the Government and the Legis- 
lature of Manitoba, what then? He 
would then have to do what the present 
Government have done, namely refer 
the matter to the Federal Parliament for 
final adjustment. 

This then is what the discussion of 
the Manitoba school question lias done. 
It has convinced nearly all thosf> who 
are in a position to come to intelligent 
decisions on the subject about which 
such an agitation has been raised that it is 
nothing more than a difference of opin- 
ion as to means. This being the case it 
does not seem that the work which the 
Winnipeg Conference has to do is eo 
very difficult after all. 

FREEDOM OF BE IS ATE. 

There is no deliberative body in the 
world in which there is greater freedom 
of debate than in the Parliament of the 
Dominion of Canada. Mem hers in that 
body are under very few restrictions in- 
dued. Obstruction in the Canadian 
House of Commons is consequently very 
easy. Other deliberative bodies have 
found it necessary to resort to devices to 
shorten debates when they threaten to 
lie so long as to obstruct the transaction 
of business. In the French Chamber of 
Deputies the cloture was devised to effect 
this purpose. The impetuous French 
orators had to submit to it with the best 
grace they could command. The British 
Parliament in the days when Parnell 
made obstruction almost a science found 
it necessary, although most unwillingly, 
to follow theexampleof the French pop- 
ular Chamber. 

In the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, where it might be expected 
that the widest latitude in debate would 
be allowed, discussion is carried on un- 
der very stringent rules. The Speaker 
is clothed with almost despotic power, 
and there are many ways of cutting oil' 
and choking debate when it becomes in- 
conveniently long. In some of the State 
legislatures there are rules and restric- 
tions equally stringent, and they are re- 
sorted to without hesitation when occa- 
sion requires. But in the Canadian 
House of Commons there is no 'closure, 
and one hears very little indeed about 
the "previous question." The debates 
in that body are, if we do not mistake, reg- 
ulated by the rules in force in the Brit- 
ish Parliament before Parnell 's time, 
and May, in all matters of dispute, is 
the authority most frequently referred 
to. 

It will be seen, then, that if the Lib- 
erals are determined to pursue a policy 
of obstruction during the few days which 
the Parliament has to live there is very 
little to hinder them from having their 
own way. But if they abuse the privi- 
leges of debate to a serious extent they 
may depend upon it that the result will 
be the same as it 1ms been in England 
and elsewhere, those privileges will be 
curtailed with the hearty approbation of 
the country. 

We see that a cry has already been 
raised that the Government is attempt- 
ing to coerce Parliament. This is sheer 
nonsense. The Government does not 
possess tiie power to coerce Parliament.

THE CONSERVATIVE PROSPECT. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire assumes 
that Parliament will be prorogued on the 
2'lth of April, and that the general elec- 
tion will take place not very long after 
that date. This is what it says about 
the prospects, of the Conservative party : 

The circumstances which uoint to an- 
other and very sweeping Conservative 
victory are manifold. In the first place, 
the opposing platforms affords a marked 
contrast from the national and material 
standpoints. The Conservatives are 
bent upon a continuation of the system 
of moderate protection to all industries, 
with an extension of trade to Great 
Britain, and indeed, to all countries that 
will reciprocate. Our own markets and 
our own industries are to be preserved; 
and those other markets for surplus pro- 
ducts now served so largely by foreign 
countries, Argentina and the United 
States for example, are to be won for 
Canadian industry. Either by a prefer- 
ential arrangement or by special efforts 
directed by experts, we lire to secure our 
fair share "of the trade of the British Em- 
pire, which other people, sometimes 
openly hostile in their declarations and 
always hostilo commercially, have to 
their own great advantage enjoyed too 
fully in the past. The Liberal pro- 
gramme contemplates neither preserva- 
tion of that which we have already 
gained, nor advancement in the future. 
"Joined together heart and hand, 
Liberals fur free trade shall stand," is 
the commercial platform reduced to 
poetry for campaign purposes. Occa- 
sionally the song is varied. Wafting 
upon us to-day as a promiseof free trade, 
it comes to-morrow as tariff reform, and 
again as reciprocity. But in whatsoever 
guise it appears, it means destruction 
and direct loss to the industry of the 
country.

AN ECONOMIC PARADOX. 

The " balance of trade "is a perpetual 
puzzle t<i many students of political 
economy. How a country can import 
more than it exports and keep on doing 
so for a lung series of years and yet grow 
wealthier and wealthier all the time is 
a mystery to them, They are at first in- 
clined to deny that this can be the case, 
but when they see by the trade returns, 
whose accuracy it would he folly to ques- 
tion, that Great Britain for many years 
has been importing more than she has 
' been exporting and is nevertheless the 
1 gt cutest country in the world, they have 
I to admit their inability to explain the 
I apparent paradox — to solve the problem, 
| the very terms of which, as far as 
they can see, express an impossibility. 
The following short article from the 
New York Herald statea the ease of 
Great Britain's adverse balance of trade 
in very strong terms: 

The London Board of Trade's returns 
reported la.it week show that the value 
01 British imports in the first two months 
of 180(3 was £73,950,592 and that of the 
export of British produce and. manu- 
factures was £40,810,624. 

In the first 50 days of 1800, therefore, 
the value of the imports of the United 
Kingdom exceeded that of its exports hv 
£33,139,908 or more than $100,000,000. 

Happily, however, the English are not 
aware of the calamity (so called.) If 
they had a little of the sapience of some 
of our commercial journals and republi- 
can newspapers they would vio with our 
calamity howlers in denouncing freo 
trade. 

It lookB as if at the ulose of 1896 tho 
balance of trade " against " England 
will foot up the tremendous sum of 
$060,000,000, But this is only a baga- 
telle to the total of " adverse balances " 
(so-called) which our trans-Atlantic 
neighbors have been piling up since 1863

The prospects of the Nicaragua Canal 
are not just now at all cheerful. J twill 
be remembered that the Government 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the doings and statements of the Com- 
pany and the feasibility of the project 
generally did not report as favorably as 
was expected. They, in fact, threw cold 
water on the enterprise and disappoint- 
ed the expectations of many of those 
who were led lo believe that the canal 
was in a fair way of becoming in the 
course of a few years an accomplished 
fact. 

But Mr. Warner Miller, the president 
ofthe company, lias not been paralyzed 
or even daunted by the unfavor- 
able report of tiie Commissioners. He 
appeared before the House Committee 
on Commerce, who were investigatinu 
tho Nicaragua Canal matter, and by the 
statements he made he appears not to 
have lost either heart or hone, lie is, in 
fact, as sanguine as ever. This is how 
lie represented matters to the com- 
mittee : 

Mr. Miller declared that he had not 
come for the purpose of recommending 
the Million hill, which had been adopt- 
ed by the sub-committee, and he hud 
not even read the bill. He described at 
some length the history of the work on 
the canal, treating of the physical con- 
ditions in Nicaragua and many other de- 
tails. Mr. Miller's idea was that the 
government should guarantee bonds to 
the amount of $100,000,000 at 3 per cent, 
which would necessitate an annual ex- 
penditure ot $3,000,000 for interest. 
About one million a year would be need- 
ed lor maintenance and improvements 
above the cost of maintaining the canal, 
the remainder of the receipts would lie 
put into a sinking fund for paying off 
the bonded debt. The government, he 
declared, would pay nothing for the 
canal, under this arrangement, ami 
have some seventy millions of stock 
left. 

He criticised the report of the Com- 
missioners freely. He declared that the 
time iiad come when the Government 
should either take up the work or give 
notice that it intended to do nothing. If 
Congress, he said, decided to drop the 
project he would turn to the American 
people to invest in the company, and if 
that appeal failed he would tutu the 
work over to some one else.

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-SE0OND DAY. 

Monday. March 80, ISflG. 
Tlio Sneaker took tlie chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Rev. J. F. Betts. 

THE YUKON'. 

Cai-t. IaviNa moved the following 
resolution : 

Whereas the geographical position of the 
Yukon country lying to the north of the 
00th parallel of latitude, and to the west of 
the 120th degree of longitude from Green- 
wich, makes that country a natural depen- 
dency of British Columbia; 

And whereas it is desirable, in the in- 
terest of the Dominion and of this Prov- 
ince, that, in consequence of a large Influx 
of population, a settled form ol government 
should be immediately extended over the 
above-described area: 

Therefore, be it resolved, That a respect- 
ful address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, requesting that the 
Dominion government beat once apprised 
of the necessity of placing the Yukon 
country under the governmental control of 
the province, so that life and property may 
be protected, and the revenue collected by 
the least expensive and most effective 
means. 

The mover pointed out that the Yukon 
country is contiguous to British Col- 
umbia, but now governed as part of the 
Northwest Territory with unsatisfactory 
results to all concerned; and the Yukon 
is now virtually under the control of two 
United States companies who have a 
monopoly there. It had come to his 
knowledge that these companies had re- 
ceived from the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Northwest special permission to 
bring in liquor, and that the mounted 
police have received instructions to de- 
stroy any liquor brought in by other 
parties, some of whom had purchased 
their supplies of liquor in Victoria. 

Hon. Mk. Turned thought it would 
be better for the resolution to include 
only the lirst two paragraphs, because 
in the absence of more information he 
could not agree that it would be desirable 
to have the Yukon country included in 
British Columbia ; as no doubt a large 
expenditure would be called for there. 

Mr. Se.mlin agreed with what the 
Premier had just said. He i egret ted 
that the two companies mentioned had 
been allowed to take liquor into the 
Yukon, and he would feel inclined to 
condemn the person responsible for this, 
rather than for not having given similar 
permission to others. He thought it 
would be very impolitic to pass the re- 
solution unless it were amended so as 
simply to ask for more effective control 
on the part of the Dominion. 

The resolution was thereupon amend- 
ed by the mover, so as to ask only " for 
more f (Yective governmental control." 

Mn. Cottin asked if there was any in- 
formation to show that the government 
of the Yukon is not satisfactory, since 
the introduction of the mounted police 
there. He felt that the house ought to 
be further informed on this matter, and 
he therefore moved that the debate be 
adjourned. 

The debate was then adjourned. 

The following bills were introduced 
and read a first time: 

To amend the revenue tax act and 
amending acts — Hon. Mr. Turner. 

To amend the land registry act — Mr. 
Helmcken. 

Mn. Hunter presented the tenth re- 
port from the private bills committee, in 
favor of allowing the presentation of a 
petition for a bill to extend the charter 
of the New Westminster & Vancouver 
short line company. 

Mit. Forstrb asked : What is the 
acreage of the Cranbrook estate in the 
district of East Kootenay? What is the 
assessed value, and by whom was the 
assessment made? 

Hon. Mu. Martin answered that the 
acreage is 1S,0S!I, the assessment $34,000 
and the assessor C. M. Edwards. 

Mr. Helmcken asked: l. In view rt 
the fact of the reference to the full cou e 
of the question of the validity of the 
"Small debts act, 1895, " is it still the 
intention of the government to adher- 
to its assurance, as expressed in the an- 
swers given on the 27th January last and 
14th ultimo, that legislation will be in- 
troduced at the present session to so 
amend the act as to make it workable? 

2. Will the proposed amendments cover 
the elimination of section 52 ami the 
schedule passed in pursuance thereof? 

3. When will the proposed amendments 
be submitted to the house? 

Hon. Mr. Eberts— 1. Yes. It is 
proposed to satisfactorily modify the 
provisions of section 52. 3. Shortly. 

Mu. Fokster asked : Has the govern- 
ment given a promise regarding the 
building of a bridge over the Kicking 
Horse river at Golden to this effect: 
That they would appropriate $5,000 for 
a new bridge capable of carrying an en- 
gine and cars ; that the work should be 
put up to tender; anil that the 
track from the C.P.R. station to the 
landing on the Columbia should be open 
to the t-'eneral public on their pay- 
ing mileage to the Lumber Company? 
Has the Government agreed to give the 
Golden Lumber Company $3,200 to 
build the bridge without calling for 
tenders or making any provision for 
general use of the bridge by the public? 

Hon. Mn. Martin, to the first ques- 
tion replied. No; and to the second, 
that the government have agreed to pay 
$3,150 to the Golden Lumber Company 
in aid of the construction of a bridge to 
cost $7,279, on condition that it be made 
free to wagon and foot traffic. 

Hon. Con. Baker presented a return 
respecting the school attendance and 
school grants during the past four years. 
THE BUDGET. 

Mr. Maopiierson continued his re- 
marks on the adjourned debate on the 
motion for committee of supply, 

Mr. Graham followed, and after a 
general criticism took up the matter of 
the irregularities in the accounts of 
Road Superintendent Barton. He held 
that the auditor's report showed that 
this man had deliberately falsi lied ac- 
counts for the purpose of defrauding the 
government; that report showing 
this was sent to the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works on the 2nd of May 
but that ten days later— at the time of 
of the Lillooet election — the Attorney- 
General was riding round with this man 
in the most friendly way. He then 
dealt at length with what he termed the 
extravagancies of the government, but 
complained that the settlers in the out- 
lying districts of his constituency have 
not the roads they require. 

Mr. Kkllib expressed surprise at 
these lion, gentlemen who with one 
breath condemn the government for 
spending money and in the next com- 
plain that more is not expended in their 
own districts, their arguments toroing 



are indeed some political curiosities 
amongst the opposition in this house. 
Dealing with Mr. Macpherson's com- 
plaint that the government had been 
slow in providing a gaol for Rossland, 
and that they have not properly attend- 
ed to the development of that part of the 
country, he declared that happily the 
mining communities are not suffering 
most for want of gaols, and that the gov- 
ernment were spending money for open- 
ing up the territory mentioned while 
Mr. Macpherson was yet running about 
Scotland in his kilts. (Laughter.) An- 
other political curiosity is the member 
for Westminster (Mr. Kennedy) who 
ever since he has been in the house has 
been preaching blue ruin and against 
the expenditure by the government, but 
yet be had met that hon. member the 
other day coming out of the council 
chamber after asking for a large grant 
for a bridge at Westminster. 

Mr. Kennedy — I was not doing any- 
thing of the kind. 

Mn. Km, lie expressed surprise at this 
disclaimer which he said was contrary 
to the general impression. In conclu- 
sion he advocated a change in the policy 
of the government with respect to expen- 
diture in municipalities. 

Mr. Forster devoted a long speech 
mainly to an accident which occurred in 
the coal mines at Union in September 
last, resulting in the death of John Howe. 
He censured the mine inspector for 
having, in consequence of the Provincial 
Secretary's request for an inquiry, sent 
in sin official report containing further 
evidence than that brought out at the 
coroner's inquest; Mr. Forster thought 
this was very improper, and that despite 
the inspector's report, in effect that fur- 
ther action did not appear to be called 
for, the government should have insti- 
tuted a prosecution based on the verdict 
of the coroner's jury. He wanted to 
know if there was a power behind the 
throne which prevented the government 
from acting, and alleged that for many 
years the government have considered 
what will be its effect upon votes before 
carrying out the law. He admitted, how- 
ever, that if the coroner had put a few 
more questions he might have found out 
just what Inspector Dick now reports, 
but since the coroner neglected to do 
this lie thought the government should 
have acted on the verdict of the jury. 

Dit. Walkem, who followed, dealt with 
the same matter, holding that the cor- 
oner's jury having found some one guilty 
of culpable negligence, the coroner should 
have had someone put on his trial. He 
had asked the coroner why this was not 
done, and the coroner had replied that 
certain evidence which was not taken 
stiowed that it would not be justifiable 
to put anyone on trial, and that there- 
for'? he could not do so. He did not agree 
with the course taken by the coroner 
and by the inspector of mines, but could 
not see that the Provincial Secretarv is 
to blame in the matter. 

Mr. Bryden said the newspaner letter 
upon which Mr. Forster had based his re- 
marks was very poor authority, in- 
stancing for example several of the 
statements which it contains. He 
thought the Minister of Mines should 
inquire into the charge of partiality 
made|by Mr. Forster against the inspector 
of mines, for that was not the opinion 
lie (Mr. Bryden) had formed of that 
gentleman. With respect to the Rowe 
accident, the inquest that followed was 
the first held by that coroner, which no 
doubt was why all the important evi 
deuce was not brought out, though the 
mine officials appeared to be to blame in 
not having the evidence ready. He 
happened to be at Union at the time of 
the accident, and had ascertained 
though this was not brought out at the 
inquest as it should have been — that the 
prop put in to secure the roof had been 
removed presumably by the deceased, 
thus causing the rock to fall, and this 
fact being known to the inspector no 
doubt caused him to act as he had done - 
Hon. Mr. Eberts, after compliment- 
ing the leader of the opposition upon the 
fair way in which he had commented 
upon the budget speech, referred to the 
criticism of Mr. Williams of the course 
of the government with respect to the 
consolidation of the statutes. He felt 
bound to compliment the commissioner 
upon the character of the work con- 
tained in the one volume yet submitted, 
and instanced the three bills dealing 
with the municipal law lately intro- 
duced as from the select committee, as 
evidence of the perfection of the work ; 
for these bills were taken from the re- 
port of the commissioner and they were 
accepted by the house, and by Mr. Wil- 
liams, bolus bolus, without the sugges- 
tion of a change. He thought the prov- 
ince would get a good job very cheap in- 
deed if they got the three volumes which 
the complete work would make at a cost 
of $7,500 each ; and Mr. Williams having 
quoted Ontario, he wished to say that a 
recent revision there had cost $84,000. 
With respect to the Torrens system of 
land transfer, the introduction of which 
Mr. Williams had urged, that has been 
receiving the attention of the govern- 
ment, and possibly a commission may be 
recommended to ascertain which sys- 
tem is best adapted for this province. 
As to the defalcations which have re- 
cently come to light, he could assure the 
house that it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to do all in their power to cir- 
cumvent any officials who may prove 
dishonest, and for this purpose he hud 
introduced the bill now before the house 
in amendment to the Supreme court act. 
In the matter of Mr. Thomas Barton, 
the road superintendent at Clinton, he 
thought the trivial charges against that 
gentleman — who has been many years 
in the servico of the government — -we-re 
the result of the election there last sum- 
mer, when a government candidate re- 
placed a member of the opposition in the 
representation of that district. Dealing 
next with the payment of $10,000 to the 
representatives of the late Frederick 
Adams, he pointed out that Mr. Adams' 
contract was reduced $15,000 in lieu of 
security; that last session Mr. Williams 
was constantly twitting the government 
for not having taken security ; and that 
after the government came" into power 
on the 4th of March, 1895, they came to 
the conclusion after Mr. Adams was 
drowned and the contract had to be car- 
ried out by others, that they would de- 
mand a bond such as the opposition had 
pressed for, for its satisfactory comple- 
tion, and having secured the bond the 
government were in honesty bound to 
pay to the representatives of the late 
Frederick Adams a proportionate 
amount of what had been deducted 
from the original contract in lieu of a 
bond. This year the work upon the 
buildings lias been carried on expedi- 
tiously and well, according to the con- 
tract and specifications — a most plea- 
surable thing, he thought. 
Hon. Mn. Martin corrected the state-

report on Mr, Barton's accounts had 
been presented on the 2nd of May, while 
ten days later the Attorney-General had 
been driving with Mr. Barton. As a 
matter of fact, the auditor's report was 
presented on the 26th of June. 

The motion, that the Speaker do now 
leave the chair, was then agreed to, 
unanimously, and the house went into 
committee of supply, with Mr. Hunter 
in the chair. The amounts for interest 
and sinking fund were passed without 
opposition, and so was the vote for the 
Premier's office, after a protest from Mr. 
Williams that $58 a month is too much 
to pay for a stenographer and type 
writer. 

It being six o'clock the committee 
rose.

TO NOTIFY THE NATIVES. 

Spreading the News in the North of the 
Coming of the Swedish Aeronaut's 
Balloon. 

The Geographical Society of the Pacific, 
with headquarters in San Francisco, has 
been requested by the minister for Sweden 
and Norway at Washington, to send out 
notices through the North, informing 
the natives and white residents that Pro- 
fessor Andree's balloon expedition will 
leavo Spitzbergen in July next, to en- 
deavor to reach the pole. Here is the 
letter which captains of all Northern 
bound craft are now receiving: 

San Francisco, March hi, ISTXi. 

Dear Sir— The Geographical Society of 
the Pacific has been officially informed 
that Professor Andree will complete the 
OUtlit of his balloon expedition to the North 
Pole so as to start from Spitzbergen in the 
month of July. This attempt to reach the 
North Pole is favorably supported by the 
Swedish government and by scientific men 
in Kurope who have investigated bis appli- 
ances and methods. 

Of course no one can predict where this 
balloon may come down in the circumpohir 
regions, and the Swedish government is de- 
sirous that information shall be sent to that 
region whenever it is practicable by all 
such parties ns are in, or are going to I he 
North. Therefore the Geographical So- 
ciety of the Pacific proposes to exert 
its influence In urging all parties from 
California, Oregon, Washington anil British 
Columbia to make known to the inhabit- 
ants of those parts of Alaska, British Col- 
umbia and Siberia bordering upon the 
Arctic ocean, the possibility ot the balloon 
reaching their country, and asking them to 
give the balloonists support and assistance, 
and help and direct them to the nearest 
white set tlenient and if the balloon should 
be seen from any place, that the natives 
will report the same to the nearest white 
settlement. 

The Geographical Society of the Pacilic 
therefore urges the Pacilic Steam Whaling 
Company to instruct their captains to cir- 
culate this information about the balloon 
to all natives and persons within their 
reach in the Arctic regions. By order of 
the council.

"The expedition," says Assistant 
Secretary Trenor in a letter to the 
Colonist, " will be assisted by the 
Swedish government, and has bright 
prospects. The balloon, which is now 
beinc built in Paris, will take two per- 
sons besides Professor Andree. a number 
of carrier pigeons, and sufficient pro- 
visions for one month. The professor 
has studied the Arctic air currents so far 
as th--y are known, and hopes to reach 
the North Pole in from three to ten 
days."

VICTORIA EAILY COLONIST 



A Minor Misjiap to Her Machinery 
Detains the Australian Liner 
a Few Hours. 



Wharf Accommodation at the Tei 
minal City— Texada Island 
Copper. 



At dusk last evening the R.M.S.War- 
rimoo drew out from the outer wharf 
and proceeded on her way to the south- 
ern seas. She had remained in port 
longer than was intended, owing to a 
break in her steam steering gear occur- 
ring just as she was making the wharf 
from Vancouver. This minor mishap 
necessitated a delay of several hour 
which afforded her passengers a good 
opportunity of viewing the city. They 
were joined here by one saloon passen- 
ger (Miss Parker) going to Sydney, N. 
S. \V. ; live second class for Auckland, 
and six second class ticketed tor Mono- 
lulu. As freight the ship received at 
Victoria in the neighborhood of :i00 tons, 
comprising 260 bales of hops, some sal- 
mon, and considerable miscellaneous 
cargo. 

OUT OF THE ROADS. 

Through stress of weather the German 
ship Bisehotr, lumber laden from Van- 
couver for Europe, has been detained for 
several days in Royal Roads. Yesterday 
morning the tug Active, which towed 
her down from the Terminal City last 
week, attempted to take her to sea, but 
in going down the Straits again found 
the weather too much for her. She 
turned back and handed her tow over to 
the Lome, returning then to Vancouver. 
The latter will take the vessel to sea as 
suon as the weather permits. The Am- 
erican bark NomUum, which arrived in 
the Roads in ballast from Honolulu, Fri- 
day, has towed up to Vancouver; she is 
chartered to load lumber at the Hastings 
mill. 

WHARF ACCOMMODATIONS AT VANCOUVER. 

A Vancouver special to the Colonist 
says: " For the past few days the C 
P. N, steamer Charmer has had to tie up 
at the U. SS. wharf, owing to the space 
occupied by the Warrimoo and Empress 
of India. A prominent C. I'. R. otlicial 
was asked by the Coi.oni.st representa- 
tive if there was any possibility of the 
C. P. It. wharves being extended. It 
was learned that sounding bad been 
taken for an extension of 250 feet — 125 
each way.

Owing to the rocky 
bottom of the Inlet near the shore the 
extension to the wharf will curve slightly 
on both ends."

I simply wanted to place 
on record my belief, that the govern- 
ment has acted justly and honestly in 
bringing this bill down. I believe they 
have acted in the interests of the 
country, and I believe also, that in re- 
cording my vote in favor of that bill— 
although many of my friends may differ 
from me, and think my course is wrong 
— I believe that those friends will live to 
►•he day, when they will acknowledge 
that my voice was raised, and that in y 
vote was given, in the interest of the 
peace, harmony, and prosperity of the 
untry we all love as well. (Loud 
cheers.)

has, I know, the respect of everybody in 
Canada, myself included; but I must 
say that the qtlibblings we have seen on 
the lion, gentleman's part on this que8' 
tion are on a par with bis quibblinga on 
the trade policy. The lion, gentleman 
knows perfectly well, he must know per 
fectly well, that the minority in Muni 
toba have tho right of appeal to this par- 
liament, and, having that right of 
peal, the government is doing right to 
give them what they ask. Ho knows, 
also, that those rights, which were taken 
away from them, should be restored, and 
that it is not only a question for them, 
but it is a question for other minorities 
as well. The lion, gentleman also knows, 
that, if, through this trouble, he should, 
unfortunately, come into power, the very 
lirst act he would be obliged to do would 
be to take up this question and 
give the minority their rights. 
But, because be is not in power, 
because he and the leader of the Mani- 
toba government pretend that more evi- 
dence is necessary, although live years 
or more have elapsed since the act was 
passed taking away those rights, al- 
though the lion, gentleman lias abused 
the government all over this Dominion 
for the action they have taken and for 
the action they have not taken, still we 
sec him here to-day moving nothing 
more than the six months' hoist. 1 
think his action in that matter is most 
extraordinary, to say the least of it. 
When the leader of the opposition was! 
in British Columbia he stated, in a: 
speech be made after looking into this 
question, as follows : 

"Now, why should I express an opin- 
ion on the bill? The government iias 
the responsibility, I have none; lam 
not in power. When I am, I will not 
shirk my duty us tbev are doing." 
Mr. McMullen— Hear, hear. 
Mr. Prior — The lion, member for Wel- 
lington says "Hear, hear." That, to 
my mind, is a most extraordinary course 
for any lion, gentleman to take. It 
seems to me that the leader of a large 
party in Canada must be resposible for 
anything that comes before this bouse. 
Surely, no hon. gentleman sits here 
without having responsibility. Is ho 
not responsible for the bill, whether it. 
is put through this house or not? Would 
it not be much better if the leader of the 
opposition would try and assist the gov- 
ernment, and not wait till they bring in 
a measure which he thinks would arouse 
the warmest passions in the breasts of 
the electors of a district or province? 
Why does he attack this attitude of the 
government ? Simply for ono reason, and 
for what lion, gentlemen opposite con- 
aider to be a good reason. They hope that 
by the bitter feelings which" have been 
engendered — and, no doubt, bitter feel- 
ings have been engendered — to overcome 
the government, and cross over to the 
treasury benches. I firmly believe, that 
hon. gentlemen are mistaken in their 
ideas. I believe the electors of Canada 
sufficiently love what is right and just, 
that, although they may be carried away 
at the present time for a little while by 
prejudice and want of knowledge of the 
facts of the case, so soon as they read the 
speeches delivered on both sides of the 
house, they will see matters in a very 
different light, and, when they do that, 
I think the opinion of the electorate can 
be trusted. Every day we see that the 
amendment moved by the leader of the 
opposition is — I was going to say a sub- 
terfuge, but I saw last night that the 
word " subterfuge " is not allowed. But, 
if we want peace and harmony in Cana- 
da, this question must be settled, and 
settled immediately, one way or the 
other. The government are a unit on 
this policy. They are fearless, and have 
been fearless in the expression of this 
opinion, and they have been, and are at 
the present time, unflagging in pressing 
for the passing of this bill. If the bill 
does not pass, I take it, that the re- 
sponsibility lies as much on the oppo- 
sition as it does on the third party. 
Whilst the government have always 
been most, anxious to see that Manitoba 
receives justice, and that at the hands 
of the Province of Manitoba, and although 
they are still anxious that justice should 
be done to the minority by the pro- 
vince itself, and thus save this 
government from the ungenial tusk 
of interfering, yet they have made 
up their minds that they will, as 
a last resort, give ttie minority that jus- 
tice which they have a right to obtain. 
My opponents tried, during the late 
election, to make the electors in my 
province believe that their case might 
be the same as thatof Manitoba. There 
is no danger that this question will ever 
come up in British Columbia, unless the 
British Columbians send men to their 
own legislature who will legislate on the 
educational question. There is nothing 
in the terms of the union which gives 
this government the right to interfere. 
Now, sir, onlv one word more, for I have 
promised not to detain the house. 1 
am a Protestant, I am the son of a 
Church of England clergyman, and was 
always brought up to believe that the 
Protestant faith was the true faith. But 
I was brought, up also to believe that 
there were good people who believed dif- 
ferently from what I do, and that I 
should revere and respect their religion. 
I am also proud to say that I am, and 
have been for some time past, a member 
of that grand and patriotic order, the 
Sons 'of England. This society, as some 
hon. gentlemen know, is composed en- 
tirely of Protestants. No Roman Cath- 
olic, nor the husband of a Roman Cath- 
olic wife, is allowed to be a member of 
that society. Many of the very b'est 
men in Canada, merchants, manufac- 
turers, professional men, are members 
of that association ; but thegreat number 
of members is composed of the honest 
and industrious mechanics and laborers 
of this country. Sir, that association is 
bound to be in a short time a power in 
this land. A more sturdy and a .more 
independent lot of men you cannot find, 
than the men who meat in these lodges. 
Yet, although they are Protestants to 
the backbone, am, although they have 
naturally no love for the Roman Cath- 
olic church, or the tenets of the same, 
still, snob a keen sense of justice have 
these men, such a sturdy English love 
have they for what is right, and for fair 
play, that between my nomination and 
my election, after I hud declared my in- 
tention of supporting the government on 
this bill, when I bad explained this bill

PUBLIC SCHOOL HATTERS. 

The Subject of an Interesting Conference 
Between the Teachers and 
the Trustees. 

A special meeting of the board of 
school trustees was held last evening to 
which the principals of the High school, 
the Boys' and Girls' Central, the South 
Pari:, North Ward, Victoria West and 
Spring Ridge schools had been invited. 
The matter lirst discussed was that of 
grading die various classes so us to 
equalize the numbers attending them. 
A general and interesting discussion fol- 
lowed, very decided opinions being ex- 
pressed by the teachers, who were al- 
most unanimous in the opinion that any 
grading in the middle of a term was de- 
trimental to the classes. A hearty vote 
of thanks was passed to the teachers for 
their attendance and for the valuablein- 
formation which' they had given the 
board. 

Principal Pan! then addressed the 
board, urging that the services of Mr. 
Muir be continued until June at least. 
He entered into details as to the work 
of the separate classes of the High school, 
and the ways and means of reducing 
them from four to three. Mr. Paul also 
received a vote of thanks for his attend- 
ance and the information which he had 
afforded. 

It being by this time close on eleven 
o'clock and too late to take up the busi- 
ness which should have come before the 
board under ordinary circumstances, the 
meeting adjourned to re-assemble at an 
early date, when action will be taken 
upon the matters which eatne up last 
night, as well as other subjects. 

THE NEWS* IN BRIBF. 

Dispatches From Near and Far Condensed 
tor Busy People's Reading. 

I'd Liberal (.Madrid) to-day prints an 
article ascribed to Senor Valero, form- 
erly Spanish minister at Washington, 
urging, in view of the attitude of 
the United States, which he says, ap- 
parently aims at imposing on Spain a 
heavy and shameful yoke, that Spain 
should enter into an alliance with 
France, Great Britain and Holland re- 
specting colonial affairs, He argues 
that these powers would willingly con- 
clude treaties with Spain on the subject. 

The United States treasury depart- 
ment has evidence tending t; show that 
the steamship Commodore, which re- 
cently cleared from Charleston, S. C, 
with arms ami ammunition, did not lose 
her cargo in a storm at sea, as reported 
by her captain, but landed it on the 
coast of Cuba. 

The United States secretary of war 
yesterday submitted the report of the 
survey for a canal connecting Lake Su- 
perior with the Mississippi. The cost 
will range from $7,000,000 to $80,000,000, 
according to route and size. 

In the United States senate yesterday 
Mr, Davis introduced a bill providing 
for the election of a delegate in congress 
from Alaska.

After Recess. 

In committee of supply, upon the vote 
of $23,184 for salaries in" the Provincial 
Secretary's department, Hon. Col. 
Baker moved seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Turner, a reduction of $100 in the salary 
of $4,000 for the Provincial Secretary and 
Minister of Mines. 

Mk. Bryden said he could not agree 
to reducing the salaries of the ministers 
unless the reduction is to be general, 
and to apply to the sessional indemnity 
of the members of the house. 

Mb. Cotton argued that the ministers' 
positions are altogether different to those 
of employees of the government. The 
country wishes the services of the best 
men, and the salary of $4,000 paid to 
ministers would be considered small for 
the managers of any large private cor- 
porations. He did not consider that a 
temporary depression is a sufficient 
reason for reducing the salaries of the 
ministers, and a few hundred dollars a 
year more or less is nothing compared 
with what leally able ministers may do 
for the province. He quite agreed that 
if the salaries of t he ministers are cut 
the members' indemnity should also be 
reduced. 

Dit. Walke.m vigorously resented the 
suggestion of Mr. Bryden that, the mem- 
bers' indemnities should be reduced, and 
he accused that gentleman of truckling 
to the workingmen who form the bulk 
of his constituents. He suggested, how- 
ever, that it there is to be a reduction of 
any kind the mileage should be cut off. 

Mit. Bryden remarked that as for 
truckling to his constituents, Dr. "Walk- 
em is an adept at that. 

Mr. Smith decidedly objected to hav- 
ing the mileage allowance cut oh*, hut he 
was quite prepared to have a reduction 
in his sessional indemnity. In fact if 
the civil servants' salaries are to be cut 
down he would not care to go back to 
his constituents without a reduction in 
his own. 

Mit. Rogers was opposed to any re- 
ductions, in the salaries of employees or 
others, but thought that the number of 
civil servants might be reduced 

Mk. Kitchkn favored reducing the 
pay of ministers and members to the 
standard before 1801, 

Mk. Huff agreed that whatever action 
is taken with respect to ministers should 
lie applied to the members. 

Mk. Ritukt was opposed to reduction 
of salaries, especially of those who in his 
judgment are in many cases underpaid. 
He did not think there is a man in a re- 
sponsible position in the Berviee as well 
paid as are those holding positions of 
similar importance in private employ, 
lie thought that to reduce the salaries 
of men who have been many years in the 
public service, and who have families 
growing up, would be in many cases to 
inflict hardship. If necessary to reduce 
the total amount of the salaries he would 
rather add an hour or two to the office 
hours and dispense with some of the 
employees rvho could obtain other 
occupation. The ministers, he con- 
sidered, tire not overpaid at their 
present remuneration; they occupy a 
precarious position at best, and while 
occupying their positions as ministers 
they are jeopardising their private occu- 
pations, so that when because of political 
changes they are obliged to take up 
private occupations again they are likely 
to sutler very seriously indeed. There- 
fore he thought it is the duty of the 
house to see that the ministers are fairly 
recompensed. So far as he was con- 
cerned the amount of the sessional in- 
demnity made little difference to him, 
but so long as it is a reasonable figure 
he was prepared to stand with the mem- 
bers generallv in favor of such indemnity 
as they thought they should receive. 

Mit. Kidd favored a reduction of the 
ministers' salaries. 

Mk. Helmcken was opposed to reduc- 
tions in salaries, thinking it better to 
discharge some of the hands and keep 
up the pay of the rest. He hoped the 
mover would withdraw his resolution, 
as all the members on the government 
side are opposed to it, and a vote would 
result, in the strange spectacle of the 
ministers and the opposition voting one 
way and the government supporters the 
other. lie thought that if the minis- 
ters wished to reduce their salaries they 
should have placed the reduced amounts 
in the estimates as submitted, and not 
come posing before the house in this 
Wity. 

Mk. Semlin heartily supported the 
reduction. 

Mr. Kellie and Mr. Adams insisted 
itat thi' members' indemnity should lie 
reduced if the ministers' salaries are. 

Major Mottkr was altogether opposed 
to reducing the ministers' salaries, as 
they have positions to keep up for 
which their pay is none too large. 

Hon. Col. Baker said that since the 
government did not wish to be in 
the position stated by Mr. Helmcken, 
'ting against all their supporters, he 
on Id withdraw his resolution. 
Mit. Booth suggested that they might 
practise economy by cutting off the vari- 
ous extras and travelling allowances. 

M it. Semlin charged the government 
with insincerity in bringing forward the 
motion in the house, instead of privately 
ascertaining the views of their support- 
era in caucus. 

Major Mutter felt it due to the min- 
isters to state that if the reduced amounts 
did not appear in the estimates it was 
not their fault, as they were quite sin- 
cere in the matter. 

Mit. Williams laid down the doctrine 
that the laborer is worthy of his hire, 
and while he was willing to oblige the 
ministers by voting for the reduction in 
their own saiaries they have proposed, 
he thought the services ot the members 
are worth tin; full amount of their in- 
demnity of $600. If he lived in aback! 
room and cooked his own meals, he 
might bo able to save something out of j 
it, but not otherwise. 

The proposed reduction was negatived' 
on division ami the vote was passed. I 
" ivlng passed all the items in civil.

Two Members of the Finance Com- 
mittee lii'injr In an Extra- 
ordinary Report. 



When the Mayor opened the city coun- 
cil meeting last night he made the fol- 
lowing communication to tl 10 members 
of the board : 

" I have to call the attention of the 
council to the condition the business of 
the city is placed in with regard to a city 
barrister and solicitor. On the. 18th of 
February, 1890, it was decided, inter 
alia, that the separate positions held by 
Mr. W. ,1. Taylor as city barrister, and 
by Mr. C. D. Mason as solicitor, were to 
be annulled and the duties united in one 
person under the appellation of city 
barrister and solicitor, the salary not to 
exceed $105 per month . The by-law No. 
252 entitled 'The police magistrate anil 
legal adviser's appointment by-law 1888, 
amendment by-law 1805,' was also to lie 
repealed. Mr. Taylor and Mr. Mason 
were informed by letter of the 
decision of the council, and that 
from and after the 31st of 
March, 1896, their separate positions 
would cease to exist and their services 
as such would terminate on that date. 
To further carry into effect the wishes 
of the council I prepared a by-law to 
repeal the enactment mentioned, and 
on the 2nd inst. recommended its intro- 
duction. On the motion being put: 'Shall 
the by-law to repeal the Police Magis- 
trate and Legal Adviser's appointment 
by-law, 1888, amendment by-law, 1805,' 
be now introduced? it was negatived. 
No further action has since been taken, 
the by-law still remains before the 
council, with nothing further done to 
till the newly created office beyond pro- 
viding the salary." 

In the discussion that followed Aid. 
Partridge gave it as his opinion that the 
council had come to the conclusion that, 
after all, it was not desirable to make a 
change in the present system. 

Tim Mayor replied that all he had be- 
fore him was the fact that the council 
bail decided to combine the two offices. 

Ald. Cameron thought that the coun- 
cil declining at a subsequent meeting to 
repeal the by-law indicated sufficiently 
that they hatl changed their minds since 
they passed the resolution to combine 
the offices of barrister and solicitor. 

After some further discussion the mat- 
ter was dropped without any action be- 
ing taken. 

A complaint was sent in by John 
Brownlee that corporation work was not 
divided up among the workmen of the 
city, but that one set of men were con- 
tinually employed, to the exclusion of 
others who should have consideration. 

This was referred to the streets com- 
mittee with power to act. 

Thomas Thompson wrote a similar 
letter to that sent in by him last week, 
objecting to the way in which the tax 
collector was elected. This was filed. , 

A little squabble between Aid. Mac- 
millan . and Aid. Wilson took 
place over a letter from (i. Camp- 
bell. Mr. Campbell's latest was in 
effect that Mr. Parr had favored Aid. 
Wilson's firm by not making them com- 
ply with the by-law in regard to a cer- 
tain bouse thev had connected with the 
sewers. 

Ai.n. Wilson absolved Mr. Parr by 
showing a letter from him calling atten-

Wilson understood Aid. Macmillan to 
say that Mr. Parr's letter was ante 
dated. 

Ald, Macmillan denied he had used 
the expression, but Aid.

The letter was referred to the city en- 
gineer to investigate, upon Aid. Cam- 
eron's suggestion t hat as a reflection had 
been cast on Mr. Parr and Aid. Wilson 
it should in justice to them be cleared 
up. 

The reading of the following report 
signed by two members of the financo 
committee. Aid. Cameron and Aid. 
Marchant, caused a good ileal of amuse- 
ment among the audience; even the 
aldermen smiled. It said : . 

"That in regard to the request of The 
Winnipeg Electric Plating t t Novelty 
Manufacturing Co. as to what induce- 
ments Victoria would give to have their 
works located here, vve would suggest 
that they be informed that this city has 
no inducements to offer, as by the laws 
in force here it has been decided 
that we do not wish any increase in our 
population, capital or industries, and 
should they locate here they will have 
to pay the following taxes, licenses, etc. : 
Wholesale license of $100 a year; each 
workman, $3 a year revenue tax; work- 
men not landowners, $'_' road tax; 
buildings and improvements to be 
taxed ; machinery and stock taxed ; fire 
insurance tax ; money if borrowed on 
mortgage taxed ; income tax.

Ald. Macmillan moved that the re- 
port be adopted, as he quite agreed with 
what it contained.

Victoria was as favorable 
a place for industrial establish- 
ments as any on the coast, and 
he was surprised to see such a report 
brought forward by two men who pre- 
tended to call themselves intelligent, and 
who had been elected to represent the 
people in the council. It was the act of 
an enemy to the community to do harm 
likejhis' just because things did not 
meet their own views/ 

Ald. Mabchant decried Victoria as a 
place for manufacturing, and was fol- 
lowed by Aid. Macmillan in a single tax 
speech. 

A 1. 1). (jLOvek had taken the report as 
a joke at first, but as it was intended 
seriously he would oppose its adoption. 

On Aid. Partridge's motion, the report 
was ordered filed, all the council voting 
with him except Aid. Macmillan, Cam- 
eron and Marchant, who wanted it 
adopted. 

The finance committee's recommen- 
dation to end the lease of the lots on 
Pandora street as a pipe yard was 



adopted, and the tenderof Phi! R. Smith 
for printing by-laws was accepted. 

The council" went into committee on 
the report of the engineer recommend- 
ing the bricking of the bottom and sides 
of the reservoir. 

The whole matter was discussed over 
again, and an aniendmsnt by Aid. Mac- 
millan to allow tht present contract to 
be finished without change carried. 

Aid. Marchant's motion to appoint a 
plumbing and sewerage inspector at $70 
a month and a sanitary inspector at the 
same sal;:"" was carried, and the coun- 
cil adjourned.
